One month 
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The Warnes Law at Close Range 


The march of events has finally 


brought the Warnes tax law within 
close range. 
We can now see it as 


It begins to operate right here at 
home. It was enacted, primarily, to 
dispense with the antiquated custom 
of 
electing 
assessors. 
Governor 


Harmon asked it as a companion of 
the Smith one per cent law but the 
legislature refused it then. 
The 


present legislature enacted it. The 
old, dilapidated Republican machine 
at once proclaimed that Governor 
Cox was attempting to convert the 
taxing machinery of the State into 
a political machine. The Governor's 
answer to that charge was divided 
into two parts. First, he ordered the 
State Tax Commission to reduce the 
number of assessors to the minimum. 
That didn't smack much of machine 
building—reducing the number of 
appointments. 
Second, he 
arbi- 


trarily placed 
this minimum of 


appointees under civil service. 
He 


took from Deputy Tax Assessors the 
right to appoint their assistant as- 
sessors except from an eligible list 
made up by the State Civil Service 
Commission after a competitive ex- 
amination of all applicants without 
regard to politics. One can't build 
a partisan machine through the oper- 
ation of civil service laws or com- 
petitive examinations. 


What was the result of this first 


order? 
Let us see: 


Under the old order this, 1914, 


would have been the year for the 
quadrennial appraisement. Under the 
old law there would have been in the 
State 3415 personal property asses- 
sors and 2465 real property asses- 
sors or land appraisers, making a 
total of 5880 assessing officials. The 
State Tax Commission mapped out 
the work, created new taxing dis- 
tricts and ordered that the entire 
assessment and appraisment of the 
State be done by exactly 1966 men 
insteal of 5880, a reduction of 3914. 
In other words, in building his politi- 
cal machine, Gevernor Cox has de- 
liberately thrown away 3914 cogs! 


But let us take a closer view of 


this machine building. This county 
of Licking under the old law was 
entitled to 65 personal property as- 
sessors and 41 real property asses- 
sors, a total of 106. 


Under the orders of the State Tax 


Commission we get just 34, no more. 
a reduction of 72 assessors and ap- 
praisers in this county 
alone. 
In 


other words, in his effort to build 
a machine in this county Governor 
Cox voluntarily 
surrendered 
the 


right to appoint 72 assessors. 


Let's now look at the second or- 


der of the Governor. There are 196G 
assessors to appoint in the State. 
Will Governor Cox appoint them or 
will his appointees appoint them? 
No. 
The State Tax Commission 


made a requisition on the State Civil 
Service Commission for exactly 1966 
assessors for the State—no more. 
It made a requisition for 34 asses- 
sors for this county—no more. And 
in every county in the State on last 
Saturday a competitive examination 
was held by the Civil Service Com- 
mission to ascertain the qualifica- 
tions and fitness, not politics, of ap- 
plicants for these assessorships. You 
have seen or heard of the list of 
questions asked. They were eminent- 
ly fair. 
You know that in this 


county, at least, many high grade 
men, who would not take the office 
of assessor if they had to run for it 
at an election, took the examination 
and we are advised that the same is 
true throughout the State. 


The appointments in this county 


and in every couuty will be made 
from the best pf these applicants 
without regard to politics. 
And 


after they are appointed these asses- 
sors will hold their offices, regardless 
of politics, so long as. they faithfully 
discharge their duties. 


The truth is that the Warnes law 


provides the best taxing machinery 
yet devised. Other states are sending 
men here to study and copy it. 
It 


is absolutely non-partisan and the 
charge that Governor Cox was using 
it to build up a political machine is 
but 
further evidence of G. O. P. 


senility.

Human Procession 


Bavarians will celebrate today the 


sixty-ninth birthday of their 
new 


monarch, King Ludwig or Louis III. 
As he is the first sane king Bavaria 
has had in more than a quarter of a 
century, the people of the second of 
the non-Prussian states of the Ger- 
man empire are naturally 
jubilant. 


Ludwig II., who committed 
suicide 


during a fit of insanity, and Otto, 
who has been nominal king 
since 


1886. although confined in one of his 
chateaux, were both mental incom- 
petents, and Prince Luitpold, 
their 


uncle, ruled as regent until his death 
last year. He was succeeded in the 
regency by his son Laidwig, who was 
recently elevated to the throne in the 
place of Otto. At first Ludwig de- 
clined the 
proffered 
crown, but 


later changed his mind, owing, it is 
alleged, to the ambition of his wife, 
who was the Austrian Archduchess 
Maria Theresa. 


King Ludwig is immensely popular 


with Bavarians, and has never mani- 
fested any indications of the insanity 
that has been a heritage of the 
Bavarian royal family since it was 
founded in the twelfth century by the 
Counts of Wittelsbach. Ludwig is a 
nimrod, and spends much of his time 
in hunting through the Bavarian for- 
ests. He was born Januray 7, 1845. 
and in 1868 he married the Austrian 
archduchess, who is now Queen Maria 
Theresa. 
They have ten 
children, 


four sons and six daughters, the eld- 
est of the sons being Prince Rupert, 
who was born in 1869 and married 
his cousin. Duchess Marie Gebnielle 
of Bavaria. The Crown Prince has 
three sons and a daughter. 


it is expected that the new mon- 


arch will be far less pro-Prussian 
than his father, the late regent. He 
was the Bavarian delegate to the cor- 
onation of the Czar of Russia, and 
on that occasion he delivered a public 
address at which he said that the 
German states were the allies, not the 
vassals, of Prussia, and the equals of 
Prussia in every respect. 


While 
King Ludwig 
has 
been 


dubbed "the bourgeois monarch" be- 
cause of his democracy and affability, 
his Queen is haughty and ambitious 
and a stickler for royal etiquette. She 
is a half sister of Marie Christine, 
who was Queen Regent of Spain dur- 
ing the minority of Alfonso. 
Some 


of the German papers have gone so 
far as to picture Lmlwie as "th" 
henpecked king." and have declared 
that his consort is the real ruler of 
Bavaria. Her word is said to be law, 
not only to her royal husband, but 
if her eighteen children and 
grand- 


children. 


The deposition of Otto, the lunatic 


king, and the accession of Ludwig, 
are popularly attributed to the politi- 
<-al wirepulling of the Queen. 
Old 


Prince R»sent Luitpold often advised 
his ton to rule only as regent, and 
not to accept "Vinsship, and a year 
ago Ludwig was apparently firm in 
his ]i«ri>ose to follow this advice. But 
the Bavarians were anxious to have a 
sane fcine. and the statesmen reflect- 
od the popular desire, and 
Maria 


Theresa was ambitious, so 
Ludwig 


can hardly be blamed for yielding to 
the influence brought to bear upon 
him. 


The king was seriously wounded at 


the battle of Helmstadt, and since 
then he has manifested little interest 
in military matters. He seldom dons 
a uniform, and in a quiet way he 
does what he can- to advance the 
peace propaganda. Next to hunting, 
his greatest passion 
is agriculture, 


and he is not only a practical farmer, 
but has accomplished much toward 
improving 
agricultural 
methods 


throughout Bavaria.

Washington, Jan. 7. — [Special ] — 


Those who like to talk about "acting 
presidents" might turn theii- attention 
to Joseph P. Tumulty. 
If any man 


comes near being "acting president" 
that man is Tumulty. He does more real 
presidential business during Mr. Wil- ' 
sou's vacation than all the cabinet offi- 
cers put together. Tumulty is the man 
who speaks for the president and with 
authority too. Tumulty is 4ue man 
who denies the wild rumors, such, for 
instance, as the report that President 
Wilson was about to take a back track 
on his presidential primary proposi 
tion. He also gives information as to 
the plans and purposes of the admin 
istration. He is at the White House 
transacting the presidential business 
No cabinet officer is "acting president' 
while Joseph P. Tumulty is on the job. 


Politics on the Side. 


And there is a bit of politics being 


played on the side by Mr. Tumulty. 
He is taking the time of the holiday 
recess to reach out and get hold of 
some of the loose ends that became 
frayed during the long currency fight. 
There are quite a number of state tan- 
gles which Tumulty must straighten 
out. President Wilson will not take up 
those factional" fights unless it is a 
matter of last resort. He will not in- 
terfere as long as the watchful Joe 
seems »able to handle them. And Joe 
looks after such matters from the poli- 
tician's 
point 
of 
view. 
He 
has 


straightened out quite a number of 
difficulties for the president. 
When 


Mr. Wilson returns he will find that 
his secretary has been turning a few 
more neat tricks which need only his 
personal ratification. 


Trusts Coming In. 


The manner In which the trusts are 


coming in and surrendering is rather 
surprising. Back in the Fifty-first con- 
gress there was fierce denunciation of 
the trusts and combinations, and the 


• Sherman law was passed. If that law 
had not been allowed to remain a dead 
-Matter— &»r a der.en-i>r more years the 
big trusts would not have been organ- 
ized and the trust question might have 
been settled, or be on its way to a set- 
tlement. If the present administration 
is able to bring about voluntary dis- 
bandment of trusts it will accomplish 
a great deal. 


People Are Suspicious. 


But the people, according to the 


views of members of congress, are 
suspicious of voluntary action by the 
trusts. They also remember that the 
stocks of the Standard Oil and Tobac- 
co companies went up after the court 
dissolution. Besides, such dissolutions 
as now take place are in the nature of 
private agreements between the trusts 
and the attorney general. "It may be 
all right." said one man, "but some 
way I can't get it through my- head 
that those fellows would come in and 
surrender without keeping something 
up their sleeves or in their boot legs.'' 
This man is from the west and must 
be "shown." 


Disappointed Congressman. 


The "business man In congress" is 


often a failure. Congress does not leg- 
islate as business men attend to their 
great affairs. 
So it Is not surprising 


that Congressman Whitacre of Ohio 
finds congress unsatisfactory. 
Whit- 


acre found that he was simply one of 
a great mass called upon from time to 
time to stand up and be counted, to 
vote with his party and nothing more. 
He looked over the field and. accord- 
ing to his view, the legislation which 
was passed could Lave been put 
through in two months instead of 
taking ten months. A lot of men feel 
the same way about conaTess. They 
think too much time is given to bun- 
combe talk, called debate: that there 
is too much hair splitting: too murh 
political fence building, and not enough 
plain, honest, straightforward business 
transacted. That is why congress is 
not attractive to the averace business 
man and is attractive to the lawyer. 
the debater, the student and even the 
philosopher.
